pearing the last few weeks, the 

U. S. Section arriving only last 
week. Taking advantage of the illus- 
tration laws, this section is now fully 
illustrated, making the catalog much 
easier to use for identification purposes. 
No change is noted in listings other than 
addition of new issues and price changes. 
Largest of the price changes was that in- 
creasing the Special Printing 1882 5c to 
$1500 from $500 but this of course 
affects few collectors as most of us never 
see this stamp. First price change in 
this edition is the advancing of the 5c 
St. Louis “Bear” from $350 to $500. A 
few other rarities have been increased in 
sums as large as $300, but other than 
these the average change is from 50c to 
$1.00, with a few as high as $10. Most 
changes are in the issues from 1890 to 
1921. 

In those issues before 1890, unused, 
we note: the 3c No. 33 is now $5; 3c 
lake (No. 66) up $10; 15c 1869 type I 
up $2.50; and 219d up 50c. Almost all 
the Columbians are changed, the three 
highest being raised $5 each and lower 
values in proportion. High values of the 
1894 regulars are up as much as $10 
and the ’95s are also increased. 

Commemoratives show increases most- 
ly on the earlier issues and none at all 
on most since 1923. The Omaha set now 
is priced at $116.90 (was $107.05), Pan- 
Americans are now $14.30 as against the 
former valuation of $13.20. The 5c and 
10c Louisiana increase a dollar each. 
In the Panama-Pacific the 10c perf. 10 
increases to $40. 

The regular issues 1902-1921 show 
increases from a few cents on lower 
values to a dollar or so on the higher 
values, none of the increases being start- 
ling ones. The coils are generally 
stepped up, the 10c 1910 reaching $70. 
No. 546, the 2c Coil Waste is now $6 
yoth used and unused, an increase of 
50%. 

No great change is made in 1922-25 
listings. The llc yellow green is still 
listed. as minor variety making the list- 
ings of early issues as separate major 
varieties due to largely imaginary or 
plate varieties look absurd. Type II of 
the 2c coil No. 599 drops from $12.50 
unused to $5.00 and from $1.50 to 50c 
used, reflecting the large numbers found 
and still being found. The 4c Kansas is 
doubled from 50c to $1 the others show- 
ing smaller increases. Few changes are 
noted from here on. 

The Farley issues are still listed in a 
confusing manner. The 16c_ airmail- 


HE Advance sheets of the 1939 
Scott Catalogue have been ap- 
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special delivery is still so listed, as well 
as the souvenir sheets of the Century of 
Progress, Byrd, etc., though all of these 
are listed elsewhere in the order in which 
they first appeared. Since the C. of P. 
and Byrd panes may be identified only 
by their having the wide untrimmed sel- 
vage (and then only on outer panes) it’s 
a case of a stamp having a different 
catalog number because of the width of 
the adjoining selvage! Here are some 
listings badly in need of revision, if not 
omission. 


Airmails show the usual increases to 
be expected, the 1918 set going to $8.75 
from $7.50, the 1923 from $6.60 to $8.25. 
The 1930 Zepp set is dropped from $56 
to $45, reflecting the fact that despite 
the small quantity issued, supplies are 
equal to the demand. The 50c Zepp 
(which the Colliers article said had 
reached $8.00) is now priced at $3.00 
unused and $2.50 used, a sensible quo- 
tation. The Parcel Post set increased a 
little over $5 and the 1916 Special 
Delivery is now a $10 stamp. The 10c 
Registry also advanced 50c unused. En- 
velopes and Revenues are illustrated as 
before. 


Though the African kingdom has al- 
ways been generally termed Ethiopia, 
the Scott catalog continues to list it as 
Abyssinia and therefore it remains first 
country in the foreign section. Most 
noticeable change here was the almost 


doubling of the 1931 airmails, other 
stamps having been cut in price. The 
1931 Red Cross are unpriced. In Argen- 


tine the inverted center varieties of the 
1910 Centenaries have been dropped to 
$100 each from as hish as $300. Austria’s 
1936 Dolfuss stamp is now $25 as against 
last year’s $3.00. The 1908 and 1910 
Commemoratives have advanced consid- 
erably and the WIPA stamps to $8.00 
and $10. Belgium’s 1915 high values 
dropped slightly, but the Semi-Postals 
show large increases, the 1932-33 more 
than doubling, No. 486 going to $10 from 
$3.50. Bolivia’s 1925 Centenary 1c and 
2c drop to 30c each, reflecting the his- 
tory of these two, once so elusive. Can- 
ada’s 1897 Jubilees increased 10 to 15% 
used and unused on several denomina- 
tions as do the 1908 values. The 1923- 
24 2c perf. 12 coil advances to $2.00. 
Canal Zone’s chief advance is the $1.00 
“flat A” overprint on U. S. jumping from 
$6 to $8 and other values in varying 
smaller amounts in that issue. Chile’s 
regular issue of 1936 shows some ad- 
vances, the high value 10 peso jumping 
from $1 to $3.50. Colombia still has 
No. 378 listed though this stamp is not 
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known to exist. The 1935 Olympic 
Games has jumped principally in the 10 
peso high value, this going to $20 from 
$12. Costa Ricans will protest the con- 
tinued listing of the 1921 Centenaries as 
labels, but should feel good on seeing the 
Cocos Island maps really increase. Cuba 
shows but trifling changes and the im- 
perforate Free Port of Matanzas are still 
not listed. Curacao’s 1934 set remains 
priced at figures only a little over the 
net price asked by foreign dealers. 

The Czech 1934 National Anthem 
pair of sheets are a mere $50 taking 
them out of the reach of most collectors. 
Danish West Indies remain stationary 
reflecting the peculiar fact that the 
stamps of this U. S. territory, for some 
reason do not interest U. S. collectors. 
About the only change in Dominican 
Republic is an increase of approximately 
25% in the National Library set. In 
Ecuador some cuts are noted, generally 
small, but on issues as recent as the 
1936 Darwins. Egypt’s high value King 
Fuad pair of 1927-29 were increased in 
unused condition but dropped in the 
used column. The Farouk set of 1929 in 
scarce colors increased 50% on the two 
higher values. Most other changes are 
minor. 

The last King George V set of Falk- 
lands shows a jump of as much as 25% 
on individual stamps and the Centenary 
set has been increased to $162.60 from 
$115.60. Fiji’s first postage due stamp 
is now a $100 item unused and just half 
that used. Finland shows slight in- 
creases, though the Graf Zeppelin airmail 
is now $3.50 used as against the former 
$1.75. The error “1830” for “1930” is 
now priced for the first time—$50. 

Under France the 1925 souvenir sheet 
is $6 perforated and $200 imperforated. 
The Strasbourg pair is up a dollar. The 
20fr. of 1933 jumps to $11 from $4. The 
second Ile de France air advances to 
$125 but the first airmail stamp drops 
to 75c. The Yc newspaper stamp of 
1933 is increased from 2c to 3c, possibly 
the biggest of all increases proportion- 
ately, as the stamp sold for about one- 
seventy-second of a cent. 

French Equatorial Africa has_ blos- 
somed considerably, now listing 54 
stamps as against the 6 of last year’s 
listing. In Germany most issues re- 
mained stationary, though the airmails 
in most instances dropped slightly. Only 
the 1931 Zepps and 1934 regular airs 
show advances. Increases are noted of 
$5 for the Iposta sheet, 1930 and 1932 
semi-postals show advances, while the 
Brown Band sheet drops to 50c reflect- 
ing the unsuccessful dumping of these.

Guatemala, due to the sets 
for President Ubico includes nearly a 
page and a half of additional listings 
(and more are on their way). Hon- 
duras shows no change in the miniature 
sheets of the huge 1920 stamps, seem- 
ingly the collectors overlooking these. 
| Hungary shows only minor changes. 

The catalog illustrations are as in pre- 
vious editions, being of reduced size, 
though halftones seem favored as against 
line cuts, all being defaced with a hori- 
;zontal line despite the illustration law. 
{In pricing, the souvenir sheet stamps 
are now priced per sheet or set of sheets, 
whichever way they were issued, rather 
than as single stamps as in other editions. 
Though the section reviewed is some- 
what less than one-half of the book, we 
note that 35 more pages are necessary 
to cover these countries, furnishing a fair 
idea of the number of new issues ap- 
pearing since the 1938 edition.

A “$50,000” Find 


We have noted various news items 
about the discovery of a 1c 1861 stamp 
“worth $50,000” by Warren R. Du Bois 
of Los Angeles, Calif., but the news- 
paper stories are so contradictory that it 
is at present impossible to determine just 


what was found. The stamp is variously | 


described as either the August or Sep- 
tember issue and the clipping sent in by 
Edwin O. Lenox of Hollywood illustrates 
a lc 1861 stamp (but not well enough 
to determine which it is) cancelled 
“Baltimore, Md., Aug. 17, 1861.” The 
newspaper quotes Du Bois as saying this 
stamp represents the rarest thing found 


in United States Stamps in the last 
twenty years! 
(Editor’s Note: No stamp has ever 


sold for $50,000 and the only stamp ever 
catalogued at that high a price — the lc 
British Guiana — did not bring bids 
anywhere near that sum when offered for 
sale a few years ago. No basis for the 
“$50,000” for this 1c 1861 is given in 
the newspapers except to say it’s a “first 
day cancel,” and if so the valuation is 
greatly exaggerated—as usual.) 





New Book Received 


The United States Postage Stamps of 
the Twentieth Century, Volume IV, 
Commemoratives 1933-37 by Max G. 
Johl. Published by H. L. Lindquist, 2 
West 46th St., New York City. Cloth 
bound, 309 pages, price $3.50. 

This latest addition to the famous 
King and Johl books on 20th Century 
U. S. stamps covers the issues from the 
3c Newburgh stamp through the Far- 
leys to and including the four stamps of 
the Territorial series. Taking advant- 
age of the new illustration laws the ac- 
cepted designs as well as rejected de- 
signs are illustrated affording easy com- 
parison. As with the previous volumes 
the origin of designs and history of pro- 
duction and issue of each stamp is 
thoroughly and accurately related. This 
volume includes the story of the Farley 
issues with copious newspaper com- 
ments, congressional debates and photo- 
graphs. Mr. Johl has ably continued 
the work of the famous partnership with 
Beverly S. King, which had been inter- 
rupted by the death of Mr. King. The 
book is invaluable for reference as it 
contains complete lists of plate numbers, 
all plate varieties and quantities print- 
ed. The reader is struck by the beauty 
of many of the designs rejected, while 
we can be thankful that others submit- 
ted were rejected. All ijlustrations are 
halftones and the entire book is printed 
on heavy coated paper which brings 
these out to best advantage. The cloth 
bindings are in red and stamped in gold, 
the book matching in size the three 
previous volumes.

Peruvian Requests Stamps 
To Celebrate Postage Stamp 
Centenary 





The Centro Filatelico del Peru at its 
fourth anniversary meeting some time 
ago applauded the suggestion of Mario 
Vignolo that the centenary in 1940 of 
the issue of the first postage stamps be 
celebrated through the medium of a 
stamp issued by every country in the 
world. He suggested that this stamp be 
black in color and reproduce the effigy 
of Queen Victoria, to carry out the de- 
sign and color of the first stamp, the 
famous “Penny Black.” The _ project 
met with the approval of the neighbor- 
ing Ecuadorian society, Central Filatel- 
ico de Guayaquil, and the modified pro- 
gram now being urged calls for two 
stamps. Both would portray the Queen, 
one stamp would be printed in black 
and be of a denomination suitable for 
internal use in the country issuing it, 
and the other stamp would be blue and 
of a denomination required for interna- 
tional mails. The designs, it is pro- 
posed, to be uniform as possible among 
the different issuing nations. The design 
would contain at top the words POST- 
AGE and name of issuing country and 
at bottom the denomination in the cur- 
rency of the issuing country. Above 
and below this to be the commemorative 
wording POSTAGE STAMP CENTEN- 
ARY 1840-1940. The two South Ameri- 
can societies are asking the other stamp 
clubs throughout the world to bring this 
proposal to the attention of postal au- 
thorities everywhere, so that a universal 
observance of the centenary will be pos- 
sible. It’s something you might bring 
up before your club. 


Stamps Stolen 


Three boys raided the home of C. E.

The Dominican Republic has just 1s- 
sued a set of three stamps commemorat- 
ing the formation of the “Trinity 
1838.” This Trinity was composed of 
the three men who founded the republic, 
Francisco del Rosario Sanchez, Ramon 
Matias Castillo Mella and Juan Pablo 
Duarte. They worked actively to gain 
independence for the eastern half of the

cludes the Declaration of Independence 
of the Trinity, of which Duarte was the 
author. A literal translation follows: 
“In the name of the august and holy 
trinity of omnipotent God we promise 
on our honor to support our President 
Juan Pablo Duarte to cooperate to the 
definite separation from the Haitian gov- 
ernment and to found a free and sover- 
eign republic, independent of all foreign 
domination, that shall be known as the 
Dominican Republic and at this same 
time we choose as the national flag a 
tricolor divided into quarters of red and 
blue by a white cross. Meanwhile we 
pledge ourselves to the sacred trinity: 
God, country and liberty. And we de- 
clare before God and the world that with 
divine protection we shall succeed and 
my partners punish me for perjury and 
treason if I fail them.” The stamp is 
peculiar in design, the above wording 
being inclosed within the triangle formed 
by the names of the three conspirators, 
since become known as the “Trinity.” In 
the upper left corner is shown the gate 
at Trujillo where on Feb. 27, 1844 Inde- 


pendence was proclaimed while in the 
opposite corner appears the flag in 
natural colors. Both Duarte and Mella 


died in foreign countries while envoys 
many years later, while Sanchez faced 
a firing squad in 1861 when captured 
during a war. All three have appeared 
on the Dominican issues.

When first es- 
tablished on July 8, 1931, it was listed 
as a New Jersey post office, in 1933 
as a Pennsylvania office and finally in 
1934 as New Jersey’s for keeps. The 
office is named after Treasure Island 
Camp, conducted by the Philadelphia 
Council of Boy Scouts of America and 
when established was claimed to be the 
only Boy Scout post office in the U. S. 
Business is conducted each summer for 
the duration of the camping period, 
June 15 to Sept. 4. The island boasts 
no buried treasure of pirate origin, but 
its treasures are those of summer camp- 
ing enjoyed by the youthful inhabitants, 
and these are not reckoned in pieces of 
eight.

Rothenburg, Germany, July 14 — A 
great number of young German children 
have taken up stamp collecting recently. 
Their collections are mostly limited to 
those stamps they can salvage from let- 
ters and obtain from friends. The older 
collectors do not show so much interest 
in U. S. stamps as the Dutch do, rather 
they specialize in specimens from this 
continent. 


The small stamp markets display 
cheap values and low-priced collectors 
supplies because the average German 


collector can afford no better. I have, 
however, found some very nice old col- 
lections which contain many fine items. 
These were formed before the time when 
German marks were forbidden to leave 
the country. 


Prices here are about the same as in 
the U. S. A. for most everything. The 
older U. S. issues bring nice values when 
in good condition but there are few on 
the market. 


Small packets are on display at most 
dealers and prove ready sellers. Several 
young boys visited a shop I was in last 
week and spent a whole morning in 
looking at packets before spending a few 
pfennig. The Germans are thrifty but 
get much enjoyment from their collec- 
tions.

All traders who learn of 1939 cata- 
logues being offered as bonuses, post 
free, or in any other way which infringes 
the terms on which honest traders have 
agreed to sell, can stop supplies going to 
the offending dealers if they will prompt- 
ly inform the catalogue publishers of the 
quarters from which such offers emanate. 

They should do so in their own in- 
terests.”

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U. S. NOTES 


Sharp-eyed collectors in Orlando, Fla., 
noted that the tree in the design of the 
Swedish-Finnish Tercentenary stamp ap- 
peared bare and leafless and wondered 
why, if the actual tercentenary of the 
landing was in June when trees should 
be more fully clothed. Actually, the 
tercentenary celebration _ was some 
months after the actual anniversary. The 
first Swedes sailed for America in No- 
vember, 1637, and landed early in 1638. 
Exact date is not given in histories, but 
even using the clumsy sailing vessels 
of that time would get them across 
before the end of January. So leafless 
trees are correct for the design. Wm. Ss. 
Branch of Orlando asked this interesting 
question. 


Possibly the most frequently _ re- 
ported “errors” of U. S. stamps, usually 
are the commonest values in colors other 
than those listed in the catalog. Green 
stamps are reported as being in blue 
and blue ones in green, purple stamps 
are reported in red, and yellow and 
orange stamps in brown. Almost in- 
variably the specimens reported are used 
stamps, single copies only. These stamps 
which at first glance appear to be 
“errors” are actually only color change- 
lings. The color has been changed by 
chemical action, either by accident or 
by intent. Generally it is the former. 
Chemicals in the air in various industrial 
districts will affect stamp colors, chem- 
icals in water in which used stamps are 
soaked will also change them usually 
because some chemical was accidentally 
introduced. Oxidation accounts for the 
change in color of yellow and orange 
stamps, though this is frequently so 
irregularly in the design of the stamp 
that the reason is at once obvious. We 
have seen an exhibit by a collector who 
was also a chemist of all sorts of wrong 
colors of U. S. stamps, looking as bright 
and genuine as if just printed, but all 
of which were made by applying chem 
icals to normal stamps to change the 
original color. The possibility of any 
U. S. stamp being issued in the wrong 
color is remote and collectors should 
observe extreme caution in buying any 
stamps in wrong colors.

|the 3c purple stamp then being prepared 
was to “supplement” the 3c Bicentennial 
commemorative and the 3c_ Lincoin 
stamp of the then current regular issue. 
Further down in the notice was the 
clearly stated intention to supply post- 
masters with whichever variety of the 
three was on hand. The Lincoln design 


was, however, not reprinted except 
once, for the 125th anniversary of his 
birth. 

On page 626 we illustrated a double 


print of a lc Ohio Sales Tax stamp and 
now S. Morton Shulman of Dayton, 
Ohio, sends in an even more peculiar 
error on these. This is of the 6c green 
and brown, but the entire green portion 
of the design is missing on both halves. 
Since the brown portion of the design 
contains only the figures and title of the 
stamp, the resulting stamp is peculiar to 
say the least. The serial number in 
black also appears. Since the brown 
is printed first it can be assumed this 
error was caused by two sheets sticking 
together after the brown was printed and 
only the top sheet receiving the green 
portion of the design when that color 
was printed. Mr. Shulman also reports 
these stamps cut apart so imperfectly 
that fully a quarter of the adjoining 
stamp appears. These are printed in 
large sheets, the individual stamps be 
ing cut apart and wire-stitched into 
books of 100 of the commoner denomi- 
nations and others simply in pads of 25 
or 50 with rubber-band to hold them 
| together. Pairs or blocks may only be 
| obtained from proofs, and are also be 
| lieved to exist from unfinished sheets 
stolen from one of the printers. These 
stamps are printed on a safety paper 
bearing a design in gray with outline 
map of Ohio containing the words “‘Ohio 
Sales Tax” appearing between horizon 
tal lines several times on each stamp. 
In the supply of the 2c red and blue 
in the office here, we found one copy 
which has the bottom half of one stamp 
and the top half of another, both por- 
tions being normal in printing. The 
black serial number however appears in 
normal position in relation to the mar- 
gins of this freak stamp and therefore 
runs across the gutter between the two 
halves. 











The Constitution Ratification and 
Delaware Tercentenary stamps have been 
listed and numbered by Scott’s in their 
monthly supplement as catalog numbers 
835 and 836 respectively. The designs 
are numbered A307 and A308. The new 
$1 light violet Duck Stamp is number- 
ed 5704. 


La Rue Applegate in the New York 
Times stamp page mentions a counter- 
feit known of the 2c Offset 1918-20. 
The forgers manufactured their product 
by this process but used a very thick 
amber colored paper, so thick it is al- 
most double the thickness of the real 





stamps. 
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A Dentist’s Rebellion 


The little 400 reis olive-brown com- 
memorative stamp recently issued by 
3razil portraying a crude monument 
with a large star upon it turns out to 
commemorate the 145th anniversary of 
the first attempt to establish a republic 
in what is now Brazil. In 1792, a young 








dentist, Jose da Silva Chavier, led an 
insurrection against the Portuguese, 


then controlling the country as a colony. 


The insurrectos were termed “Tira- 
dentes” this being the Portuguese name 
for dentists, meaning literally “teeth- 


puller.” he stamp’s inscription, “Pri- 
meiro Grito De Republica No Brasil” 
means “First Cry for a republic in Bra- 
zil.” The rebels lost and the young 
dentist lost his life for his treason. 
The stamp commemorating Tiradentes 
is about 38 years late in appearing. A 
stamp of the 50 reis denomination, por- 
traying ‘Tiradentes’” was scheduled as 
part of the set to be issued in 1900 
commemorating the fourth centenary of 
the discovery of Brazil. For some rea 
son this value and others were omitted 
from the set finally issued that year. 





Resolution on Catalog Prices 


The Austin Stamp Club of Austin, 
Texas, recently passed a resolution call- 
ing upon the publishers of the standard 
catalog to “use all diligence in the early 
revision of prices in the Standard Post- 
age Stamp Catalog to the end that each 
quotation therein contained shall be, as 
nearly as can be determined at the time 
of going to press, the actual retail mar- 
ket price in the United States of such 
and such stamp.” 

(Editor’s Note—We understand that 
by the 1940 edition the entire catalog 
will be revised as to contents, so the 
wish of this club may be answered to a 
great extent.)

Gimbels Stamp Dept. report a new 
acquisition, the 3c Boulder Dam in a 
sheet of 55 instead of the normal 50. 
These stamps were printed from 200 
subject plates, but instead of being cut 
into post office panes were perforated 
along the center lines. This pane is 
the upper left position of plate 21457 
and inclues a vertical row of five stamps 
from the adjoining pane. Between this 
extra row and what would have been 
normally the right row of the sheet is 
of course the full arrow and vertical 
centerline. Apparently when the large 
sheet was being separated, it was torn 
apart on the wrong row and this extra 
row folded under in such a manner the 
inspectors didn’t see it. One other such 
sheet exists, Gimbels report.

ONCE AGAIN 


In a recent issue of the Precancel Post 
the Broadcaster for the New York Pre 
cancel Club, J. R. Boker, Jr., takes up 
the moot question of deleting hand- 
stamps from the future city type cata 
logs. Boiling down his discussion it 
amounts to this. That handstamps should 
be deleted in order to decrease the col- 
lectable varieties and attract new col- 
lectors. That the loss if any sustained 
on the holdings of handstamps would be 
in a big part compensated in the in- 
crease electro and printed precancels 
would take. 
set at which the cheapest stamp in the 
type should be sold. We agree with al- 
most the entire article and if some of 


our older readers will get out their back | 


numbers they will find that we wrote 
about this subject to a 
length in times past. The only thing we 
want to bring forth now on the subject 
is on the minimum price angle and to 
give you again Editor Linn’s idea of 
how this should be 
which we have found no better substitute 
to date. Anyone who knows precancels 
knows that there are places using hand- 
stamps that are quite common, also some 
of the rarest of precancels are hand 
stamps too. There then should be a 
master set of prices set in at least four 
or five classes. Class 1 prices for the 
commonest handstamps, class 2 for those 
just a little scarcer, etc. Opening the 
catalog at random I turned to Iron 
Mountain, Mich., Type 1 U-59. Now 
since it seems that these are rather scarce 
and if the plan adopted above were used 
these would be in Class 3 or 4 following 
the other notations. Here is how the full 
column now used would look under this 
plan. Iron Mountain, Mich., Type 1, 
Universal Style 59, Class 4. This would 
take up about an inch against a full 
column now used. If we came across a 
10c 1922 Iron Mountain precancel and 
wished to catalog it we would look up 
the town in the catalog, note its Class 
and refer to the master chart to get its 
approximate value. And so we still think 


this is the best plan brought forth to} 


cover this great need in the precancel 
field, that of reducing the size of the 
catalog yet giving it at least some 
semblance of a price guide. 


ELectric Eye Notes 


Not all of us precancel collectors are 
aware that already Electric Eye stamps 
have appeared of the 2c Presidential. 
Four plates 21895-6-7-8 have been re 
leased so far, with more in the offing. 
All of us know that we can identify 
ten of the stamps from each Electric 
Eye sheet by their having red dashes 
on the adjoining selvage. Another stamp 
in each sheet may also be identified, 
this being the stamp with plate number. 
In ordinary rotary press sheets, the 
plate number in the upper panes is in

;esting facts. The EYE process does 
| NOT regulate the horizontal perfora 
It seems that so far RED is 


the only color to work satisfactory in 
the process. There might be a possibility 
of another identifiable item in the EYE 
stamps. Besides the vertical dashes and 
plate numbers, on the outside margin of 
| the sheets on either the 10 or 100th 
; stamp on right panes (not at all on 
left-hand sheets), there is a horizontal 
|dash that runs from the perforations 
out to the end of the selvage. These 
dashes come in two different widths. 
The thick dash is made of closely en 
graved vertical lines while the thin dash 
is solid. A list of the old type Electric 
Eye plate numbers is at hand and any 
collector wishing same need but to write 
me.

A SHAME 


Somewhere recently I noted an ad in 
the Precancel Press of the breaking up 
of a 50,000 variety precancel collection 
at 100 picked-at-random copies for $1. 
These to be picked by a non-precancel 
collector. Any 50,000 variety precancel 
collection must contain many fine and 
rare items and to sell them out hap- 
hazard like this is really a shame. There 
are many collectors who would pay good 
money for the items they want and the 
average of such a collection should be 
much in excess of one cent each. This 
way of breaking up a collection might 
sound cheap but who will it benefit 











much? Even if a selection of states js 
made the chances are very great that 
scarce items will be over looked and 
gaudy or seemingly unusual items will 
be the ones picked by the novice. And 
so I say it is a shame a big collection 
like that must be broken up in such q 
manner. On the other hand such ads 
have been known to be run when the 
truth of the matter was the collection 
was around 20 or 25,000 with 25,000 
duplicates. This then is another matter 
and any 100 picked from such a collec. 
tion filled with cheap duplicates would 
not be such a bargain.

AUSTRALASIAN NOTES 


R. PORTER 


AUSTRALIA 


Like U.S.A., Australia is also gradu- 
ally replacing the current issue with new 
stamps which are appearing at irregular 
intervals. So far the following values 
have already appeared: 1d. (Queen Eliza- 
beth), 124d. (King George VI), 2d. 
(K. G. VI), 3d. (K. G. VI), 4d. (Koala), 
6d. (Kookaburra redrawn), 1/- (Lyre 
bird “small’’), 5/- (Queen Elizabeth in 
Coronation Robes) and 10/- (King 
George VI in Coronation Robes). 


The values to be added to the above 
will probably be as follows: 14d, 5d, 9d, 
1/4, 2/- and £1. The 1/4 stamp (used 
mainly for telegrams within the state) 
bearing a design similar to the 3d. value 
was to have appeared on July 1, but 
since supplies were not ready by then, 
the day of issue was postponed indefi- 
nitely. 


The 1d. and 2d. values of the new 
regular issue, which were issued on May 
10, 1937, will be replaced on August 1, 
by similarly designed stamps but with 
the royal portraits shown to better ad- 
vantage. 


Another pictorial addition to the Aus- 
tralian series will be welcomed on Sept. 
1, when the 9d. value portraying the 
platypus makes its appearance. This 
stamp will differ in shape and size from 
those issued so far, for it will be of a 
horizontal format and slightly larger 
than the lower values of the new series. 


The new flying boat service scheduled 
to commence early in August will carry 
all first class mails between Australia 
and England at the reduced rate of 5d. 
per half ounce (previous rate 1/6 — 
hence the “Hermes” design) and it might 
be expected that the new 5d. denomina- 
tion will be more or less an airmail 
stamp, although this value is used also 
generally for the prepayment of regis- 
tered postage within the Empire. 


NEw ZEALAND 


It looks as if here too the regular pic- 
torial series issued in 1935 is being slowly 
but surely replaced by stamps bearing 
the portrait of King George VI. 


The 14d. stamp of such a design re- 
placed the pictorial stamp of the same 
denomination on March 1. The 1d. value 
was issued on July 1 and now it is an- 
nounced that the 144d. pictorial stamp is 
to be withdrawn on July 25 and replaced 
with a 144d. value in the K. G. VI 
design on the 26th of July. The initial 
supply has been printed from plates 
bearing numbers 20 and 21. It is not 
known yet whether further values will 
also be replaced, but the possibility re- 
mains an open question for the time 
being. 


For those who write up their collec- 
tion, the following official description of 
the uniform of Admiral of the Fleet worn 
by King George VI as depicted in the 
stamp designs might be of interest: The

sash is that of the Order of the Garter, 
the chain round the neck (with medal 
decoration not shown in the stamp) is 
that of the Royal Victorian Order, the 
decoration pendant from the collar is the 
Sovereign’s Badge of the Order of the 
Bath. His Majesty is wearing eight 
medals, but only the ribbons are shown 
on the stamp, the aiguillette is that of 
an Admirai of the Fleet, the epaulettes 
bear the Royal Ciphers “G.R.” and 
“E.R.”, the collar is embossed with gold 
oak leaves, and all the other work is 
carried out in gold thread. 


The new Yd. and 1d. K. G. VI have 
also been overprinted “Official” and the 
new 114d. thus overprinted will also be 
available as from July 26. A new value 
of the pictorial series, the 21d. stamp 
also overprinted “Official” is to make its 
appearance on the same day.
